CHICAGO, May 27.—More

Leaving unscathed 
the business parts of the city and 
barely touching the in rial plants, 
the swirling whirlwin lifted its 
tentacles until it reached Charleston. 

There the tornado again gripped 
the earth and tore away substantial 
buildings, crushing out the lives of 
two score more human beings amid 
the falling of houses the hurling of 
timbers and the snapping of trees. 

The storm fitfully wore itself out 
in the northwestern corner of In- 
diana, causing more havoc here 
and there as it hopped along an er- 
ratic course to its disappearing point. 

Fire broke out In Mattoon, but as 
calm succeeded the wind storm, it was 
soon put out without any serious 
damage. But the darkness of the 
cloudy whirlwind was succeded, after 
a brief intermission of bright sun- 
shine, by the blackness of night. 
unrelieved in the stricken quarter of 
Mattoon by artificial light, because 
the lighting system was 

WIRES DOWN. 

For hours there was a confused 
rushing about of the survivors in the 
stricken area, seeking relatives and 
Triends. Efforts to send for help were 
thwarted by the collapse of the 
wires, but finally a messenger was 
dispatched to Champaign by automo- 
bile, so that a relief train arrived 
before midnight. Later, a wire to 
Springfield was made workable and 
militia was sent to ald in guarding 
property and helping the homeless. 

Before dawn disclosed the spec- 
tacle of devastation to the rescuers 
and the bereaved relatives and 
friends of the dead and wounded, 
order had been established. Impro- 
vised ambulances were rushing hith- 
er and thither, manned by kindly 
hands. The wounded were disentan- 
gled from the debris and hurried to 
the Memorial Hospital and to a tem- 
porary operating room in a hotel. 
Beds for the intured were also placed 
in the public library, the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Home and in various churches 
and schoolhouses. 

Business and professional men of 
the city met and arranged organiza- 
tions for various duties. Every busi- 
nese house in the city was thrown 
open to ald in relieving suffering. 

By daylight more than 100 doctors 
and twice as many nurses were busy, 
aided by the Red Cross facilities un- 
der the direction of A. I. Davidson 
of Chicago. 

All available tents were hurried 
to Peterson Park and erected for the 
occupancy of those whose homes 
hed been wrecked. Four companies 
of militia from Shelbyville, Effing- 
ham and Champaign. under com- 
mand of Maj. William Clouser of Ee. 
fingheam, atded by citizens, estab-

Berlin Leaders’ Visit to Vienna 


LONDON, May 27-—The opinion 
is forming rapidly among the 
people of Holland that the resigna- 
tion of former Premier Tisza of 
Hungary indicates a serious crisis in 
the relations between Austria- 
Hungary and Germany, 
the economic and military grip of 
Germany on its allies has not weak- 
ened. 

Although the reason for the resig- 
nation of Count Tissa has been an- 
nounced as his opposition to the 
franchise reforma, the Dutch editors 
believe that the Austro-Hungarian 
desire for a separate peace, which 
is not opposed by the young Em- 
peror, was the real cause for the 
overthrow of the Tisza ministry, who 
was considered the creature of 
Germany. 

The interest in Germany in this 
situation its revealed in the report 
today that next week Home 
tary Helferreich, Foreign Secretary 
Zimmermann and Roedern, the 
Reichstag leader, will visit Vienna. 
This is connected with the uncon- 
cealed anxiety in the German press. 

The pan-German annexationists 
are greatly excited over the peace 
possibilities in the visit of Count 
Czernin to the German great head- 
quarters, although they express dis-

North of Jamiano, the Italians 
gained a notable success in the Pal- 
liova Valley, taking the heights at 
te head by storm, overcoming a 
particularly obstinate Austrian de- 
fense. A number of guns were taken 
besides 450 prisoners. This success 
gives the Italians control over the 
territory within the Isonzo Bend and 
straightens out their lines from Mt. 
Cucco to Hill No. 363. 

The extension of Gen. Cadorna’s 
Position on the Southern Carso was 
a highly important result of his vic- 
tory last Wednesday. The cutting 
of the rail line is not significant, as 
it simply means that a mile or so 
more of the track is controlled. But 
the Italian advance constitutes not 

a direct menace to Duino, which 
was erroneously reported to have 
fallen a week ago, but a threat 
against the whole Austrian line on 
the Carso. The heights of Hermada 
form the left bastion of the Aus- 
trian front and the capture by the 
Italians of the strongly-fortified Hill 
No. 146 in this direction, develo 
an uncomfortable problem for 
enemy. 

The Carso plateau is shaped like 
a hairpin with its head ap 
mately at Gradisca, which Gen. Ca- 
dora has held since last year. Its 
southern lines slope toward the sea 
abruptly in the region of Trieste 
and less so around Monfalcone and 
Duino, farther up the coast.

REPUBLIC OF BALKANS.

AMSTERDAM ( London, May 
27.)—In connection with the forth- 
coming Socialists conference at 
Stockholm, the Hetvolk, the organ 
of the Dutch Socialist parties, gives 
prominence to a plea for a union 
of the Balkan peopies in a Federal 
republic. The appea. was issued by 
Ino Milkvitch, a Soctalist municipal 
councilior of Belzrace, who now is 
in Switzerland. He urges that the 
Balkan republic should be organized 
on a basis which includes the inter- 
nationalization of the Dardanelies 
and Trieste and that it shculd main- 
tain the principle >of the “open door” 

The writer declares that not only 
the Socialist party but the major- 
ity of the Balkan peoples, and even 
of the capitalist class, favor such a 
federation. He asserts t the pres- 
ent princely houses ruiing in the 
Balkans do not eprirg from the Bal- 
kan peoples, and that those people 
have no love whatever for the mon- 
archial system, but tolerate it as a 
necessary evil, owing to foreign 
dangers.

TAX ON INCOMES. 

The amount of annual income exempt 
from taxation in England is $800; in Prus- 
sia, $214; in Sweden, $1650; in Norway, 
$270; in Denmark, $540; in Austria, $250. 
In Switzerland 6% per cent. is levied on all 
incomes in excess of $120. Under the pres- 
ent Federal income tax law the exemption 
is $3000 for unmarried persons and $4000 for 
the head of a family. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1916, 
the United States collected from income 
taxes $67,943,594. Of this amount there was 
collected In New York, $30,262,255: in Penn- 
sylvania, $6,313,191 and in Iunmots, $5,166,- 
689. The people of California paid $1,488, 
184, while Arizonans contributed only 
$50,607, and Nevadans— tell it not in Gold- 
field, publish it not in the streets of Reno— 
paid but $5224, not half as much as Alas- 
kans who paid $10,741. 

The gold and silver production of Nevada 
in 1915 was $19,094,200, but then the people 
of Nevada who draw incomes from the 
mines don't live in Nevada. They don't live 
anywhere when the income tax assessor 
makes his rounds. Nevada farmers raised 


the United States it is popular among the 
90,000,000 people who don’t contribute to It,

The reason for imposing a heavy income 
tax on people with large incomes and ex- 
empting people with small or moderate in- 
comes, is frankly, not to say brazenly 
given, by Weyl the Socialist, in his book, 
“The New Democracy.” He says: “The 
sovereign state has a primordial, intrinsic, 
underlying right to all property, more valid 
in the final instance than the property right 
vested in the legal owner. The right to tax 
involves the right to destroy. Even 
after the wealth has passed into the hands 
of individuals it is not beyond the reach of 
the state. By progressive taxes on prop- 
erty, incomes, or inheritances the state can 
do much towards preventing too insensate 
an accumulation of individual wealth. Theo- 
retically there are no limits to taxation 
along these lines. The nation might legally 
make itself heir to each of its citizens. 
ee We now going over more com- 
pletely to a conception of taxation as an 
instrument for the socialization of produc- 
tion and wealth, @s a means of changing 
the cuts and directions of distribution.” 

Not for sociological but for business rea- 
sons it may be expected that Congress will 
increase the supertax on incomes and 
greatly lower the exemptions. The spread 
of sentiment in favor of liquor prohibition 
must inevitably result in a diminution of 
the receipte from internal revenue taxes, 
and an increase in the tariff will not add 
to the public revenues sufficient to meet 
the war expenses, or even the interest on 
the war debt that will be incurred.

Consignment from Calexico Dost 
Steamer Tower Gate off the Coast 
of England—Is Fully Covered by 
Insurance.

It was fully 
insured in this country, he declares. 

The cotton was to have been made 
into gun cotton in Lancashire. Mr. 
Rushton states that the Imperial 
cotton is especially fit for this pur- 
pose, being of a fine grade, and 
comparatively free from dirt. No de- 
taille of the sinking of the Tower 
Gate, a vessel of 2200 tons, were 
contained in the t She was 
owned by the South Atlantic Steam- 
ship Company of Liverpool.
